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C. H. Phillips Has Perfected Station Louisville Board of Trade Seeks New 
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Few people in Seymour are aware 
that a wireless telegraphy station is 
in operation here and that message^ 
are received from stations as 
far 
away as Cape Cod and Pensacola, 
Fla. 
The station is located at the 
home o f Charles It. Phillips, corner 
Sixth and Broadway. 
Mr. Phillips 
is 
the 
physics 
instructor 
at 
the 
Shields high school, and made p rac ­ 
tically all of the equipment and erect ­ 
ed the system himself. 
He has given 
considerable study to wireless tele­ 
graphy and before coming to this city 
equipped a station at \\ avnesville. 
Mr. Phillips perfected his system a 
few days ago and the messages can 
be heard plainly. 
He is now working 
on an instrument for sending m es­ 
sages and expects to have this com­ 
pleted so that it can be in operation 
by early spring. 
He understands the 
Marconi code and with a little p ra c ­ 
tice will be able to interpret all the 
messages received. 
A pole has been erected in the yard 
and from this the aerial wires are 
stretched at a distance of about forts 
feet above the ground. 
The reeeiv. 
ing instrument is placed on the inside 
of the house. 
The messages are re­ 
ceived through a fifteen hundred ohm 
phone. 
This is a small round in stru ­ 
ment a little 
rger than an. ordinary 
watch. 
Mr. Phillips says that the 
messages fairty roll in during the 
night und that each can be plainly 
heard. 
B y the Marconi system the 
messages sent from the various s ta ­ 
tions can be 
plainly 
distinguished 
even by a person who is not familiar 
with wireless telegraphy. 
He has re ­ 
ceived messages irom Cap© Cod and 
various other stations, and his instiu* 
ment has been tested to receive m es­ 
sages within a radius of fit teen hun­ 
dred miles. 
Charles Fister, of Columbus, built 
a wireless station some time ago and 
the messages sent by him are dis­ 
tinctly heard at the station here. 
As 
soon as Mr. 
Phillips 
perfects 
his 
sending instrument he expects to be 
able to carry on a wireless conversa­ 
tion with the Columbus man. 
The Phillip- station is not the only 
one in Seymour, however, for George 
Schleter, a senior in the high school, 
has completed a station and is now 
getting it in shape so that he can re ­ 
ceive messages. The two systems are 
similar except that the aerial erected 
at the Schleter home is a little higher 
than that 
at the Phillips 
station. 
Young Schleter will be able to receive 
messages within a radius of about one 
hundred miles as soon as a few a d ­ 
justm ents are made. 
He has shown 
considerable

himself. 
George Lemp has shown consider­ 
able interest in the work and is al- >
